CROP PROGRESS AND CONDITION
WEEK ENDING OCTOBER 20, 2019

AGRICULTURAL SUMMARY: Warmer and drier weather conditions were observed across the State last week, according to the
Mountain Regional Field Office of the National Agricultural Statistics Service, USDA. Topsoil moisture conditions for the state were
97 percent adequate to surplus, compared to 100 percent previous week and 60 percent the previous year. Subsoil moisture conditions
were rated 95 percent adequate to surplus compared to 52 percent the previous year. Reporters in McCone, Roosevelt and Sheridan
counties reported weather was favorable for harvest toward the end of the week but fields are still wet. A reporter in Valley County
stated most of the crops still standing in the field are only of feed quality, as sooty mold, frost and sprout have considerably impacted
grain quality. Statewide, Durum wheat made some harvest progress and was reported at 75 percent complete, well behind previous
years. Second cutting hay harvest continues to be slow due to wet conditions, with 97 percent of other hay harvested. Qilseed harvest
continues behind schedule, with approximately 93 percent of the canola crop harvested by the end of the week. Flaxseed harvested was
reported at 54 percent complete, behind the previous year at 91 percent. Safflower harvested was reported at 54 percent complete, behind
both the previous year at 69 percent and the 5-year average of 68 percent. Sugarbeet harvest made progress last week with 26 percent
of the crop harvested, significantly behind the previous year at 57 percent. Winter wheat planted for the 2020 crop season was estimated
at 80 percent complete, behind last year at 84 percent and behind the 5-year average of 91 percent. Livestock moved from pasture is
picking up, with 48 percent of cattle and calves and 42 percent of sheep and lambs moved. Cattle and calves receiving supplemental
feed was estimated at 7 percent, which is below the previous year of 25 percent. Nine percent of sheep and lambs were estimated to be
receiving supplemental feed, below the previous year of 25 percent.
